The Pension Board Again. 


Col. Dr. Hood, medical referee of the 


Pension Bureau at Washington City, was 
in Deoatur Saturday forenooD on busi- 
ness connected with the formation of a 
new board of pension examiners in this 
city. Dr. Hood is anxious to have a board 
at work in Deeatur, and desires to have 
the difficulties that have existed amicably 
adjusted. He conferred with several par- 
ties in Deoatur, to some of whom he ex- 
pressed regret that the old board had 
been abolished. He stated that he felt 
now that the abolishment had been 
wrongfully done, bnt on account of va- 
rious letters that had reached the depart- 
ment through the mail and in papers, he 
couldn't replace all the old members. 
Before leaving Deeatur Dr. Hood stated 
that if all the parties would accept, and 
he hoped they would, a new board would 
t>e appointed at once, to be composed of 
the following persons : Dr. Ira B. Cur- 
tis, who has been pension examiner in 
Deeatur 20 years; Dr. 3. N. Randall, and 
Dr, William Sturgis, of Macon. It has 
been published that Dr. Hood was a rebel 
soldier. Such is not the fact. He en- 
listed in the Union army at Akron, Ohio, 
as a private soldier, and served during 
the war with a clean record, coming ont 
of the struggle a colonel. 


Hunting for a Hidden Treasure. 


Down on one of 0. H. Moore's farms, 


near Salt Creek bridge, on the main line 
of the Illinois Central railroad, says the 
Bloomington PantagrapJi, is a big hole 
in the ground dug by a reputed spiritu- 
alist from Mason county, who was in 
search of 8100,000 in money, said to have 
seen buried by Spanish pirates some one 
aundred years ago. Jt'or a long time the 
lellow labored zealously in prosecuting 
tiis search for the shining shekels, bnt oil 
in vain.

A Peculiar "Find."

Died of Consumption. 


State's Attorney Drennan, of Taylor- 


ville, who was in Deoatur to-day, states 
that on Sunday last near Mt. Auburn, 
William 3. Montgomery died of consump- 
tion, aged about 25 years. The deceased 
was one of the men who figured in the 
Emma Bond case, though after his arrest 
he was acquitted at the preliminary hear- 
ing. William, it will be remembered, 
was the young man charged with stand- 
ing guard at the school house while, it ia 
alleged, Pettns, Olementi and John Mont- 
gomery outraged the girl. Some weeks 
after the discovery of the crime the de- 
ceased left his home and was captured at 
Edinburgh, west of Taylorville. His ar- 
rest caused much excitement at the time. 
Drennan also states that he has a strong 
case against dementi, Pettus and Mont- 
gomery, and that new and damaging evi- 
dence will be brought out at the trial at 
Hillsboro in November next.

N. Failing & bou In Bail Luck. 


To-day we are in receipt of a copy of 


the Denver (Col.) Tribune, of Sept. 9th, 
which gives an account of the total de- 
struction by fire of the Harvest Queen 
flouring mills at Petersburg, 7 miles from 
Denver, on the night of the 7th inst. The 
mills were owned by Norman.Pailing,* 
SOD, formerly of Macon, this county. The 
Tribune states .that the building, which 
was erected in-1865, was,undoubtedly set 
on fire. The braiding and' machinery 
were valued at 815,000; insurance, $14,500. 


The New School Law. 


Below ia the first section of the school 


law passed by the last Illinois General 
Assembly. The penalty for non-compli- 
ance with the same is a fine of not less 
than $5, nor more than 820: 
AN ACT to secure to all children the ben- 


efit of an elementary education. 
SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Peo- 


ple of the State, of Illinois represented 
in the Oeneral Assembly: That every 
person having the control and charge of 
any child or Children, between the ages 
of eight and fourteen years, shall send 
such child or children to a public or pri- 
vate school for a period of not less than 
twelve weeks in each shool year, unless 
such child or children are excused from 
attending school by the board of educa- 
tion, or school directors of the city, town 
or school district in which such child or 
children reside. Such excuse may be 
given by said board of education or school 
directors for any good cause shown why 
said child or children shall not be re- 
quired to attend school in conformity 
with this act. 


Front Tuesday's Daily. 


Thieves Caught. 


Sheriff Foster received a telegram from 


Chief Plassig, at Terre Haute to-day, 
stating that Nicholas Kedmond and Jack 
Nichols, who stole John Lane's mules 
from near Oakley recently, had been 
caught and were then in custody at Terre 
Haute. This afternoon papers were made 
out by Attorney Johns, and this evening 
Sheriff Foster will go to Springfield to 
procure a requisition for the two thieves, 
who will be brought here and lodged in 
the county jail and be kept there until 
the December term of court. Mr. Lane 
says he knows both the captured thieves 
well, and states that both have served a 
term in the penitentiary.

This noon the chief of police of the 


town of Terre Haute, Ind., arrived in the 
city with one Billy Hughes in custody, a 
party who confesses to having stolen a 
8100 mare belonging to Lewis Sheets from 
a hitching- rack near the old Revere 
House, about a month ago. Hughes is 
now in the county jail. He states that 
he parted, with the mare at a town near 
the Indiana State line, and if Mr. Sheets, 
who lives near the old Spangler mill east 
of Deoatur, will bear the expenses, efforts 
will be made to find the missing animal. 


An officer from Sullivan brought to the 


city to-day a young man who it was sup- 
posed was guilty of stealing a horse from 


M. Adams, of Argenta, at the fair 


grounds last week, but it was a case of 
mistaken identity. He is not the thief. 


George Oren Captured It. 


In our fair report Saturday the^special 


premium captured by Mr. George Oren, 
of this city was unintentionally over- 
looked because the book containing the 
award was misplaced. The following was 
the premium olTered: " By Chambers, 
Bering, Quinlan & Co.—For the best 
dairy cow—one Barnes wire check-rower." 
In this class the opportunity was given to 
owners to exhibit animals, not only in the 
field or stable, but to demonstrate the 
worth of the animal for dairy purposes. 
The milk products of the animals com- 
peting was tested by the milk flow, cream 
gauge and ehurn. The committee mak- 
ing the test unanimously gave the blue 
ribbon to Mr. Oren. 


It's a Booming.

A Dreadful Death. 


A most distressing fatal accident by fire 


occurred on a freight train on the VVabash 
road, a few miles east of Jacksonville last 
evening, by which Mr. Scott Pickrell, 
aged 23 years, a brother of Hon. J. H 
Piokrell, of Harristown, lost his life. 
Scotfc Pickrell, who was in Decatur last 
week attending the fair, started from 
Buffalo, 111., yesterday afternoon with two 
stallions in a stock car, consigned to Mr. 
Holloway at Alexis, 111., a point west of 
Jacksonville. One account of the fire is 
bhat a brakeman on the train saw Piokrell 
trying to get out of the burning car 
through the man hole; that he was first 
seen on the top of the car, waving his 
coat and hands for the train to stop; that 
tie went back into the car through 'the 
man hole, and again reappeared as if he 
was struggling to get out. The train had 
about stopped at this time and the brake- 
man and other train men got water from 
the tender and extinguished the flames. 
It was supposed that Pickrell had es- 
caped, but he had fallen back, and when 
found he was dead and badly burned, in 
the bottom of the car. Both stallions 
were also burned to death, and the car 
rained. An inquest was held at Jackson- 
ville and this forenoon the charred remains 
of the young man were brought to Buffalo 
and taken to his late home at Mechanics- 
burg, 111. 
William S. Piekrell is the 


father of the deceased. As to how the 
car caught fire, reports dift'er. Young 
Pickrell is aaid to have been in the ca- 
boose until the train arrived at Alexan- 
der, 
when he went forward to see about 


the stock, smoking a cigar at the time; 
bnt it is known that he did not use the 
weed in any torm. One report is that he 
gave a cigar to Conductor Murphy before 
leaving the caboose. It is held by some 
that the car must have been set on fire 
by sparks from the engine. Mr. J. H. 
Piokrell, who is at Toledo, Ohio, has been 
notified by telegraph of the death of his 
brother.

A Delayed Departure. 


Charles W. Sweeney and bride, of 


Cisco, mention of whose circus with S. 
D. Keller, the irate father of the young 
wife, was made in these columns last 
evening, took the advice of State's Attor- 
ney Johns and didn't go to their home 
yesterday as they intended doing. They 
returned from the depot to the Drake 
House last night, where the young Bene- 
dict slept undisturbed, except perhaps by 
dreams of pistols flourished by the sire 
of his chosen partner of sorrows and 
joys. Mr. Sweeney is a sign painter by 
occupation, and at Cisco is the corre 
spondent of the Monticello Brtlletin and 
the Decatur Herald. He told a REPUB- 
LICAN reporter that Mr. Keller, on two 
separate occasions, had given his consent 
to the marriage, and when the time came 
for tying the connubial knot, he would 
withdraw his promise. "Finally," Swee- 
ney said, "I got tired of such monkey 
business and concluded to bring matters 
to a focus, and so Emma and I went off 
to St. Louis and were married Friday. 
That's all there is of it. I got as contrary 
as the old man, and now he had better 
make the best of the situation. I have a 
house ready furnished to go to house- 
keeping, and I intend to do so, no matter 
what the old man says." Mr. Keller re- 
turned to Cisco last evening. He is not a 
farmer, but the keeper of a livery stable 
in the town. He was armed while here 
yesterday, and would doubtless have shot 
Sweeney if he had become more complete- 
ly aroused. He threatened to shoot Swee- 
ney if he appears at Cisco, but this even- 
ing the couple will go to their home.

A Sorry-Looking Outfit. 


One of the most melancholy cases of 


domestic misfortune pulled up in front of 
Armstrong's drug store this forenoon. It 
wag a dilapidated mover's wagon, home 
made mostly, drawn by a pair of yearling 
calves. James Murray, a talkative unfor- 
tunate, claimed to be the owner of the 
outfit, and the father of six children that 
stood about in rags, guarded by four 
stout-looking women dressed in faded 
calicoes and wearing sunbonnets that had 
long since parted company with starch. 
The calves were hitched to the rickety 
wagon by means of ropes, and a clothes 
line was used to control the well-broken 
team. There were two dogs with the 
wagon, in which were stored an old army 
musket, cooking utensils, a washboard, 
and bedciothiug that had seen better 
days. Said Mr. Murray to a reporter: "I 
went to Wright county, Mo., two- years 
ago, and owned 80 acres of land. I had 
a little home and was doing well, but the 
people out there don't like new-comers 
and they pestered me. A man wanted to 
buy my place. I wouldn't sell. -Last 
spring my bouse was set on fire and I was 
burned out, not saving anything except a 
span of good horses and the old wagon. 
I determined to leave, and later during a 
violent storm both my horses were killed 
by lightning. Then I had to find means 
of transportation and BO I broke in this 
young heifer and steer, and am on my 
may to the home of an uncle who lives 10 
miles from Chicago. I make 10 to 12 
miles a day and good people help me 
with contributions of food, clothing and 
cash. I stopped on the way to work in 
the harvest fields some weeks. I don't 
think much of Missouri, and will stay 
away from that state." A great crowd of 
people viewed the outfit and commented 
on its sorry appearance, while a few with- 
out asking gave Mr. Murray money and 
plenty of good advice. 


A Generous Officer. 


Captain Daniel Flassig, chief of police 


of Terre Haute, was the officer who 
brought Bill Hughes, the confessed horse- 
thief, to Decatur yesterday, and while 
here he did a generous act that won for 
him a warm place in the heart certainly 
of one man and also won the lasting 
friendship of those acquainted with the 
particulars of the case. Two weeks ago 
John Lane, a poor farmer living near 
Oakley, had a fine span of mules stolen 
from his place. 
Mr. Lane, though in 


indigent circumstances, scraped together 
850, and placing it in the handa of Mar- 
shal Mason he offered that sum as a re- 
ward for the capture of his mules. A 
description of the mules was sent to Terre 
Haute and on Friday came a telegram 
from Chief Flassig to the effect that 
Lane's mules had been found in that city. 
Mr. Lane was notified and he sent a 
neighbor to Terre Haute to bring home 
the mules. They are now en route for 
Decatur. 
During his stay in Decatur 


yesterday Chief Flassig learned of Lane's 
financial situation, and when the reward 
money was tendered him he refused to 
take it, saying that Terre Haute officers 
did only their duty in capturing the 
mules and that he wished the 850 re- 
turned to Mr. Lane. This was a noble 
act, and is worthy of more than a passing 
mention.

Some have been sent to 
Corinth, Miss., and others are being 
colonized in different parts of the 
country. 
The Russian colonies of 


Menno'nites 
in Marion, 
Harvey, 


Bedgwick, and Reno counties pro- 
duced 20,000 pounds of silk cocoons 
last year, and this year will produce 
200,000 pounds. An improved silk 
reel has been invented, which reels 
the silk from tbe cocoons easily and 
rapidly, which it is thought will ad- 
vance the silk culture as the inven- 
tion of the cotton gin boomed the 
cotton production 
The Osage or- 


ange leaves are now wasting their 
silken qualities to no more valuable 
purpose than simply that of hedges. 
There are millions of girls in the 
Western States who would enjoy ta- 
king a hand in raising silk-worms if 
they can be grown on the Osage or- 
ange with success, and the cocoons 
reeled without difficulty. 
It would 


then be a question entirely within 
their own control as to how often 
they would have a new silk dress.

Old 
Macon has numerous representatives in 
Sunnier county, Kansas ; moreover they 
are all doing well, and soon become at- 
tached to their new home.

Numerous other largo brick 
business buildings are going up, while if 
you do not visit different parts of our lit- 
tle city every week or so'you are apt to 
be lost on account of the numerous dwell- 
ings that are constantly rising to change 
tbe scene. About 150 dwellings have 
been erected here this summer. We have 
three nice church buildings, while our 
second large school building is in course 
of erection. 
Our old friends, Isaiah 


Querry, David Good and others, have re- 
cently been out to look up new and cheap 
farms. The latter quality will not apply 
long, as the prices are rising rapidly ow- 
ing to the demand occasioned by the 
huge immigration rolling into this garden 
spot of Kansas. Jj'armers are keeping our 
carpenters busy manufacturing stilts on 
which to gather their corn this year. As 
I waa about to take my departure for the 
west, one ot my old .friends said to me as 
he was shelling his eorti, "Come and take 
one more look at good corn, as it is the 
last you will see,-'' Let him come out 
here if hei wants to see corn. Snoh fields 
I never saw—not one piece of poor corn. 
The ears are weighing the stalks down 
with their huge size; and as for other 
productions, not a production of any 
kind has been even half a failure this 
vear. Wheat and oats were immense. 
We don't want everybody to come here, 
of course, but they will come without 
much encouragement. The crop of doc- 
tors has been good. The quality cannot 
be questioned if we except two or three 
cases of the spurious though rank growth 
among the true and tried article. We do 
not want to boast nor be egotistical, but 
we cannot tail to appreciate our new 
home, where we have found society as 
good as any at the east, for we are all 
only eastern importations. 


Our old friends, Hargis, Elliott and 


others, take naturally to the soil, as man- 
ifested by the rapid growth they have 
made since they were transplanted. It 
is nice to have old associates around us 
in our new home, and when we look 
around us at our numerous old friends, 
we can hardly realize that we are in a 
new country.

letter from T rJomas LoVd. 


Below we give an 'interesting letter 


from a Macon county.man who is visiting 
various points in Kansas: 


LINCOLNVILLE, KAN., Sept. 7,1883. 


ED?. KEPUBMCAN—Dear Sirs: We ar- 


rived at Marion on the 8th of August. 
Went from there out to Mose Prices. 
The next day we went over to Willis 
Pope's. On the way we killed about ten 
chickens and one jack rabbit. The next 
two days Willis and I killed 95 chickens 
aud 3 j ack rabbits. Monday we killed 45, 
dud the next day we killed 20 more on the 
way back to Mr. Price's, which is 9 miles. 
We had several races with the gray- 
hounds and jack rabbits, We hunted 
one day over at Mr. Price's; killed 25 or 
30 chickens that day. On the 16th we 
went down to Eldorado, from there up 
Walnut river, about 10 miles from Eldo- 
rado, to Joe MoDaniel's. Joe and I went 
B hunting and killed 23 chickens and one 
jack rabbit. 
Went from Eldorado to 


Benton, then from Benton to Andover, 
and from there back to Eldorado. We 
then went a fishing and caught a number 
of nice bass, and a mink on my hook. We 
were gone two weeks, when we returned 
to Mr. Price's, and then to Mr. Pope[s. 
Then we commenced hunting again. Wil- 
lis and I have hunted eight days and 
averaged 30 per day and killed 5 or 6 
jacks. 
Willis Pope and I went up to 


Ohatmiirj, Dickinson county, in a buggy. 


Now I will give you the crop reports.' 


I think corn will average 50 bushels per 
acre; oats will average 65 bushels per 
acre, and wheat 30 bushels per acre. One 
man had 6 acres of ground that raised 
62J4 bushels to the acre. While we wore 
in Dickinson county we stayed over night 
with a Mr. Hollmer, who raised 50,000 
bushels o( wheat last year and 34,000 
bushels of wheat this year. He has been. 
threshing 5 weeks, and expects il will take 
six wet'ks longer to finish his o\-n grain. 
He expects to start nine drills to drilling 
wheat next week. Down ftt Florence they 
say one man had 107 bushels of oata by 
measure, and by weeight 127 bushels per

State un- 
til their right to a place among the 
States and their share in tha Govern- 
ment of the country ia conceded 
This has never yet been attempted 
by any State, and it is doubtful if it 
will work well; neither has any new 
Territory ever been tieated as shab- 
bily and been held in vassalage by 
Congress us long as Dakota. She 
has at least 200,000 souls, tbe larg 
eat population ut any of the new 
States recently admitted, and there 
is no good reason for keeping hei 
out. 
She outnumbers the State of 


Nevada more thun two to one, and 
has a. £ieater population than the 
State of Colorado. But tho Demo- 
cratic party in Congiess do not wish 
to add to the number of electoral 
votes until after the next Presiden- 
tial election has been decided. Da- 
kota, if admitted nest Winter, would 
have three votes, and those three 
votes might determine the result. 
Her people are strongly inclined to 
the ^Republican side in politics, as 
all intelligent and enterprising com- 
munities are, and that will be a suffi 
cient reason for a Democratic House 
to reject her application.—Chicago 
Journal.

The deceased was about 35 years of age 


and single. Liquor was his worst enemy. 
He told a BEPOBLIOAN reporter here this 
week that he was a Scotchman, and that 
his relatives reside in London, England.
